As there are 3,475 of these cases, an­ 
other draft upon the fund will have to be 
made. 
The commissioners have decided to 
pay out $ 100,000 east of the mountains, of 
which Williamsport will receive $ 50,000. 


Jo hn sto w n up in Fulton county has be­ 
come emulous of Its Pennsylvania namesake, 
and yesterday suffered itself to be washed 
out by a waterspout in the absence of a brok­ 
en dam. 
Details indicate that probably 
fifteen 
lives are lost, a dozen 
bridges 
gone, and an immense amount of property 
destroyed. 
There are a dozen Johnstowns 
in the United States, but niue or ten have not 
reported. 
It is not too late for a few of them 
to change their names. 


In New York yesterday Patrick Packen- 
ham, James Nolan and John Lewis were 
sentenced to be hanged in the Tombs August 
23d. 
Three other murderers who have been 
denied new trials by the Court of Appeals 
still await sentence. 
All are woman murder­ 
ers excepting one. 
As August 23d falls on 
Friday, Gov. Hill will probabty respite the 
doomed men for a few diys. 
It is said that 
the Governor disapproves of Friday as hang­ 
man’s day because he was born on that day. 


T he coal companies and their striking 
miners in the Illinois regions have agreed to 
submit their long standiug differences to ar­ 
bitration. 
The arbitrators are to be three 
in number, of whom one will be chosen by 
the company, one by the strikers, and the 
third by the other two. 
One of the compan­ 
ies made an offer of profit sharing some 
weeks ago, but it was rejected. 
The miners 
are ignorant Europeans who cannot “ figure,” 
and are suspicious of being cheated in the 
divide.” 


A nd now the news comes that the Ger­ 
mans are ruling with as high a hand in the 
Marshall Islands as they did recently in Sa­ 
moa, and are crowding out the American 
traders. 
As William Walter Phelps, late 
Commissioner to Berlin, is going to that city 
to remain permanently and look after Amer­ 
ican interests, the matter will probably be 
attended to. The American trade is in shells, 
sponge and coral. 
The Marshall Islands are 
in the Pacific southwest of the Sandwich 
Islands and in the direct route of American 
vessels from San Francisco to Southern 
China and the Sunda group. 


E x - S e c r e t a r y F a i h c h i l d ’s 
juggling ef­ 
forts to mako the tariff appear as an ugly 
breeder of the surplus and the iuternal reve­ 
nue as a very trifling and harmless affair is 
well exposed in an article which we copy 
from the New York S u n .

THE STORM UP NORTH AND W EST.

N e w -Y or k , July 10.—A 
special from 
Johnstown, N. Y., says: “ The water which 
came up over this village last night has sub' 
sided greatly this morning, but has left scenes 
of desolation in every direction. 
The water 
rose 15 feet and overflowed everything. 
It 
has fallen about eight feet below its high­ 
est point. 
Ten people are thus 
far re­ 
ported missing. 
The bodies of four have 
lx'cn recovered. 
These four are all Johns­ 
town people. 
Those whose bodies are recov­ 
ered are Charles Frear and two other men 
named Coakley and Yost and a 14-year old 
boy 
named 
Steadwell. 
The 
drowned 
and 
missing 
people 
were 
among 
a 
crowd of 
from 30 to 50 persons who 
stood on the stone bridge crossing the River- 
at Perry street, watching the rising waters. 
They seemed regardless of danger until the 
bridge gave way and they were precipitated 
into the flood. 
The bridge was about 20 feet 
high and 15 or 20 feet wide. 
It was a single 
arch structure and was crossed by a strect-car 
track. 
The stone bridge was swept away at 
about 7 o’clock in the evening. 
Two iron 
bridges of the Johnstown, Fonda & Glovers- 
ville Railroad were wrecked and seven or 
iglit other bridges were carried away. 
Two 
tanneries owned by Simon Schreiber were 
swept away, and the Schreiber and Ander­ 
son dams were broken down. 
The water in 
the Cayadutta Creek began to rise at 4:30 
o’clock and the stream was soon converted into 
a raging torrent. 
Of the men, women and 
children who were thrown into the water by 
the breaking of the stone bridge the larger 
number were saved by means of ropes thrown 
to them from the shore. 
The firemen, under 
the direction of Chief H. A. Thompson, are 
searching for more bodies. 
The water is 
still very rough and dangerous for boats. 
At Fonda it is reported 500 feet of the New- 
York Central track is washed out. 
The final 
and fatal rise in the Cayadutta was very 
sudden and is attributed to the effects of a 
cloud-burst. 
Besides the sweeping away of 
the bridge and the tanneries there is much 
damage to buildings which are yet left stand­ 
ing. The electric light plant was washed 
out and the town left in darkness for the 
night. All communication by wire is cut off 
save through the long-distance telephone.” 


T koy , July 10.—A special dispatch to the 
Tro y Times from Johnstown says: A cloud­ 
burst in the Cayadutta Valley, near Johns­ 
town, Fulton Couuty, yesterday afternoon, 
flooded the lower part of the valley and 
swept awray several bridges. The railroad 
bridge at Johnstown and the one over the 
Cayadutta Creek, at Fonda, were washed 
away. The Central Railroad was washed out 
for 300 feet at a point one-halt mile east of 
Tribes Hill, and a half a mile further east 
near Akin, 
another washout 
occurred, 
tearing out 
the 
track 
for 
150 feet. 
The wash-out delayed all trains. 
Late in 
the afternoon, however, the Central trains 
bouud east were transferred from Akin to 
Fuller's Station on the West Shore Railroad 
and brought over that line to South-Schenec- 
tady, where connections were made with Al­ 
bany. This morning the trains were running 
over the West Shore, as stated aliove, about 
half an hour behind time, the delay being 
caused by the transfer at Fuller’s Station. 
Great excitement prevails throughout the 
Cayadutta V alley.- It is not known how 
many lives are lost but the bodies of three 
men have already been recovered. 
The Fire 
Department has been called out and is search­ 
ing for the bodies of others, for it is believed 
a great many were drowned. 
The heavy rain that prevailed all the after­ 
noon had raised Cayadutta Creek uutil it was 
a roaring torrent. 
At the foot of Perry- 
street about 6 o’clock last evening some 50 
persons, men, women and children, gathered 
on the stone bridge over Cayadutta Creek to 
watch the flood. 
The water came with 
tremendous force against the abutments 
of the bridge but as it was a stone structure 
of g re a t strength, no one suspected that it 
was in danger. 
The bridge was suddenly 
swept away, but quite a number of those on 
the structure escaped to the street and were 
saved. 
The report of the disaster spread 
through the village. 
The rain continued to 
fall in torrents, and the valley was in dark­ 
ness, the heavy clouds hanging low over the 
village. 
Mauy could not believe that the 
bridge 
had 
been destroyed until 
they 
had personally visited the scene of 
the 
disaster. 
Perry-street and the bank of the 
creek were soon crowded with persons look­ 
ing for their friends, and the greatest excite­ 
ment prevailed. 
The search for the missing 
was begun at once, and in the excitement it 
was not easy to find members of the same 
family who had become separated in the 
crowd. 
The estimates of the number of 
drowned range all the way from 6 to 3 0. Ef­ 
forts arc being made to obtain a correct list 
of the drowned. The bodies of three men 
were recovered this morning, 
One of them 
has been identified as a glove cutter named 
Frear. 
All hands are out doing their best 
to find the bo dies of others kno wn to be 
missing. 
The flo o d carried away two skin 
mills, one belo nging to Simo n Schriv er. 
Bo th mills were in the v illage limits and o n 
the bank o f Cay adutta Creek. 
Sev eral co al 
sheds and small buildings were also swept 
away . The big iro n railro ad bridge at J o hns- 


I town was swept away as was also the iron 
railroad bridge over Cayadutta Creek at 
Fonda. 
All the wagon bridges over the 
Creek lietween Johnstown and Fonda were 
carried away. 
Great damage has been done 
all through the valley. 
A man has just arrived at Johnstown from 
Gloversville. 
He says quite a number of 
small buildings have been carried away at 
that point, but no loss of life is reported cx 
cept at Johnstown. 
Two dams across Caya 
dutta Creek were swept away, the one at 
Schriver’s mill taking the mill with it, and 
the other about midway between Johnstown 
and Gloversville. 
The giving way of the ht 
ter dam increased the flood that swept away 
the stone bridge at Perry-street. At 
o’clock 
the bodies recovered had been identified 
follows: Charles Frear, a glove cutter: a boy 
named Steadwell, 14 years old, and Alfred 
Cokeley. 
It rained nearly all night, but this morning 
the rain ceased and the flood went down. 
Evidences of the ravages of the Hood an 
seen^all through the valley along the crt ek 
Some of the bodies of the drowned have 
probably been carried down into the Mohawk 
at Fonda. 
The rain began falling at Johns 
town at 2 p. m. and it rained hard and stead­ 
ily until 6 o’clock. 
Between G and 7 o’clock 
reports came up town that the Fonda, .John 
town & Gloversville Railroad bridge had bee 
washed away and that the 
large 
stone 
bridge 
at 
State-street 
had 
also 
gone 
out. 
These reports which caused the most 
intense excitement proved to be true. 
The 
flood had slarteel east of the village and 
washed away a new addition to Schriver’s 
leather dressing mill, 
and 
also 
taking 
Schriver’s dam. 
Then it turned to the south 
on the Cayadutta Creek and took away the 
iron railroad bridge and the State-street 
bridge. 
The stone dam at Liebenheim’s 
leather dressing mill then went down with 
the flo<xl and a saw mill was taken with it. 
It was now 8 o’clock in the evening, and the 
town was in a ferment of alarm. 
Thousands 
of people lined the shores of the Cayadutta and 
watched the boiliug flood. Many persons were 
on the Perry-street bridge. 
Suddenly this 
bridge gave way, and the people on the struc­ 
ture were thrown into the current. 
Some ts 
caped, and others were carried down stream. 
The scene of the disaster at the Perry-street 
bridge attracted the villagers to the spot. 
Rescuing and searching parties were organ 
ized immediately. 
The following persons 
were pulled out of the seething stream, and 
though exhausted were soon rescusitatcd: 
Benjamin Nellis, 25 years old; .John Vos- 
burgh; A. 
Putnam, 
35 years old 
and 
employed in Miller & Argcrsinger’s skin 
mill, and E. Davins, 22 years old. and a 
mason employed by McLean. 
Three bodies 
have been

ployed in Argcrsinger’s glove factory.

bert Cokeley, a glove cutter at John II.

Cokeley was 30 years

He is survived by a wife. 
Charles 
Frear, a carpenter employed bv Seaman & 
Company. 
Frear was 55 years old. 
He is 
survived by a wife and a daughter. 


\mong the missing are: R. I). Simmons, 
of the firm of R. D. Simmons & Company, 
painters. 
Mr. Simmons is 35 years of age. 
William Myers, nine years old and a son of 
the Widow Myers. 
Miss Ada Miller, 22 
years old and an employe in a glove factory. 
The number lost cannot yet be determined 
as the estimates vary from six to 30. 
The 
creek is being dragged but it is believed some 
bodies have floated into the Mohawk at 
Fonda.

By the washing away of bridges 
on the Fonda, Johnstown & Gloversville 
Railroad, both north and south of Johns­ 
town, that place is completely shut off from 
railway 
communication.

last train 
from Gloversville reached Johnstown at 7 
o’clock last night. 
The Cayadutta empties into the Mohawk 
at Fonda, and Fonda is flooded. 
Great dam­ 
age has been done to hay fields which are 
flooded. 
Two bridges on the Mohawk turn 
pike were carried away. 
Travel is stopped. 
Central Railroad and Johnstown Railroad 
bridges were both destroyed. 
Passengers are 
transferred. 
G. F. Mill &. Company's plas­ 
ter mill was wrecked. 
The damage is great. 
At Sammonsville, four miles beiow Johns­ 
town, a water wheel at the big mill was car­ 
ried away, but no other damage was found. 
At Berryville.a mile below Sammonsville,the 
dam at Clapper’s shoddy mill was washed 
out. 
The general belief is that the flood was 
caused by a cloud-burst near Johnstown- 
This theory is confirmed by the fact that at 
Hale’s mills, three and one-half miles up the 
creek no damage was done and the dam at 
that place is all right 
Johnstow k, July 10.—The following ac­ 
count of the cloud-burst is given by Con* 
ductor Allen, of the Johnstown, Fonda & 
Gloversville Railroad : “ We met with no 
mishap, and the Johnstown depot was reached 
at 7 P. M. 
The railroad bridge just above 
the depot was gone aud slopped further pro­ 
gress. Both the railroad bridge and a wooden 
bridge alongside were out.

Flood wood from the skin mill 
was lodging against it.

lie says, be less than one and one-half inches 
in diameter, while that of the radiating pipes 
iu the cars should be two inches; the connec­ 
tions between the cars should be rubber, as 
ill metal joints will leak in course of time, 
however careful the original workmanship 
may have been. 
Again, direct steam must 
be used, all plans for effectively employing 
the exhaust in this way having failed.

Av Many av .TO People Reported Missing — 
Bodies ll. covered, Etc. 
By Telegraph to The Freeman. 
New-Y o r k , July IO.—A 
special from 
Johnstown, N. Y., says: “The water which 
came up over this village last night bas sub' 
sided grcally this morning, but has left scenes 
of desolation in every direction. 
The water 
rose 15 feet and overflowed everything. 
It 
has fallen almut eight feet below Its high 
est point. 
Ten people are thus 
far 
ported missing. 
The bodies of four have 
been recovered. 
These four are all Johns­ 
town people. 
Those whose bodies are recov 
ered are Charles Frear and two other men 
named Conk ley and Yost anda 14 year old 
Isiy 
named 
Stead well. 
The 
drowned 
and 
mi.-sing 
people 
weie 
among 
a 
crowd of from 30 to 50 persons who 
stood on the stone bridge crossing the River 
at Perry-street, watching the rising waters. 
They seemed regnrdl**s* of danger until the 
bridge gave way and they were precipitated 
into the flood. 
Tile bridge was about 20 feet 
high and 15 or 20 feet wide. 
It was a single 
arch structure and was crossed by a strect-car 
track. 
The stone bridge was swept away at 
about 7 o’clock in the evening. 
Two iron 
bridges of the Johnstown, Fonda & Glovers 
Hie Railroad were wrecked and seven or 
ight other bridges were carried away. 
Two 
tanneries owned by Simon Schreiber were 
swept away. and the Sehreiber and Ander­ 
son dams were broken down. 
The water in 
the Cayadutta Creek ltegan to rise at 4:30 
’clock and the stream was soon converted Into 
a raging torrent. 
Of the men, women and 
children who were throw n into the w ater by 
the breaking of the stone bridge the larger 
mimtier were saved by means of ropes thrown 
to them from the shore. 
The firemen, under 
the direction of Chief ll. A. Thompson, are 
searching for more bodies. 
The water is 
still very rough and dangerous for boats. 
At Fonda it is reported 500 feet of the New- 
York Central track is washed out. 
The final 
and fatal lire in the Cayadutta was very 
sudden aud is attributed to the effects of a 
cloud burst. 
Besides the sweeping away of 
the bridge and the tanneries there is much 
damage to buildings which are yet left stand 
ing. 
The electric light plant was washed 
out aud the town left in darkness for the 
night. 
All communication by wire is cut off 
save through the long-distance telephone.” 


T r o y , July IO.—A special dispatch to the 
Troy Timf* from Johnstown says: A cloud­ 
burst in the Cayadutta Valley, near Johns­ 
town, Fulton Couuty, yesterday afternoon, 
doodl'd the lower part of the valley and 
swept awny several bridges. 
The railroad 
bridge at Johnstown and the one over the 
Cayadutta Creek, at Fonda, were washed 
away. The Central Railroad was washed out 
for 300 feet at a point one halt mile east of 
Trities Hill, and a half a mile further east 
near Akin, 
another washout 
occurred, 
tearing out 
the 
track 
for 
150 feet. 
Tile wash-out delayed all trains. 
Late iu 
the afternoon, however, the Central trains 
bouud east were transferred from Akin to 
Fuller’s Station on the West Shore Railroad 
and brought over that line to South-Schenec- 
lady, where connections were made with Al­ 
bany. 
This morning the trains were running 
over the West Shore, as stall'd alleve, about 
half an hour behind time, the delay being 
caused bv the transferal Fuller's Station. 
Great excitement prevails throughout the 
Cayadutta Valley. 
It is not known how 
many lives are lost but the bodies of three 
men have already been recovered. 
The Fire 
Deportment has been called out and is search­ 
ing for the bodies of others, for it is believed 
a great many were drowned. 
The heavy rain that prevailed ail the after­ 
noon had raised Cayadutta Creek until it was 
a roaring torrent. 
At the foot of Perry- 
street aliout 6 o’clock last evening some 50 
persons, men, women and children, gathered 
on the stone bridge over Cayadutta Creek to 
watch the flood. 
The water came with 
tremendous force against the abutments 
of the bridge but as it w as a stone structure 
of great strength, no one suspected that it 
was in danger. 
The bridge was suddenly 
swept away, but quite a number of those on 
the structure escaped to the street and were 
saved. 
The report of the disaster spread 
through the village. 
The rain continued to 
fall in torrents, and the valley was in dark­ 
ness, the heavy clouds hanging low over the 
village. 
Many could not believe that the 
bridge 
had 
been destroyed until 
they 
had personally visited the scene of the 
disaster. 
Perry-street and the bank of the 
creek were soon crowded with persons look­ 
ing for their friends, and the greatest excite­ 
ment prevailed. The search for the missing 
was begun at once, and in the excitement it 
was not easy to find members of the same 
family who had become separated in the 
crowd. 
The estimates of the number of 
drowned range all the way from « to 80. Ef­ 
forts arc being made to obtain a correct list 
of the drowned. 
The bodies of three men 
were recovered this morning, 
One of them 
has been identified as a glove cutter named 
Frear. 
All hands are out doing their best 
to find the bodies of others known to be 
missing. The flood carried away two skin 
mills, one belonging to Simon Schriver. 
Both mills were in the village limits and on 
the bank or Cayadutta Creek.

T n E Johnstown fund commissioners de­ 
cided yesterday to distribute $500,000 by 
checks immediately among the sufferers in 
that city. 
In 205 cases $1,000 each is to be 
paid, and in other cases from $000 to $200 
each. 
As there are 3,475 of these cases, an­ 
other draft upon the fund will have to be 
made. 
The commissioners liave decided to 
pay out $100,000 east of the mountains, of 
which W illiamsport will receive $50,000. 


J o h n st o w n up in Fulton county has be­ 
come emulous of Its Pennsylvania namesake, 
and yesterday suffered itself to be washed 
out by a waterspout in the absence of a brok­ 
en dam. 
Details indicate that probably 
fifteen 
lives 
arc 
lost, a dozen 
bridges 
gone, and an immense amount of property 
destroyed. 
There are a dozen Jolinstowns 
in the United States, but nine or ten have not 
reported. 
It is not too late for a few of them 
to change their names. 


In New York yesterday Patrick Packen- 
ham, Jam es Nolan and John Lewis were 
sentenced to be hanged in the Tombs Augnst 
23d. 
Three other murderers who have been 
denied new trials by the Court of Appeals 
still await sentence. 
All are woman m urder­ 
ers excepting one. 
As August 23d falls on 
Friday, Gov. Hill will probably respite the 
doomed men for a few days. 
It is said that 
the Governor disapproves of Friday as hang­ 
man’s day because he was born on that day. 


T h e coal companies and their striking 
miners in the Illinois regions have agreed to 
submit their long standiug differences to ar­ 
bitration. 
The arbitrators are to be three 
in number, of whom one will be chosen by 
the company, one by the strikers, and the 
third by the other two. 
One of the compan­

T H E S T O R M U P N O R T H A N D W E S T .

N e w -Y o r k, July 10.—A 
special from 
Johnstown, N. Y., says: “ The water which 
came up over this village last night has sub' 
sided greatly this morning, but has left scenes 
of desolation in every direction. 
The water 
rose 15 feet and overflowed everything. 
It 
has fnllen about eight feet below its high­ 
est point. 
Ten people 
are 
thus 
far re­ 
ported missing. 
The bodies of four have 
been recovered. 
These four are all Johns­ 
town people. 
Those whose bodies are recov­ 
ered are Charles Frear and two other men 
named Coakley and Yost and a 14-year old 
boy 
named 
Steadwell. 
The 
drowned 
and 
missing 
people 
were 
among 
a 
crowd 
of 
from 30 to 50 
persons who 
stood on the stone bridge crossing the River' 
at Perry-street, watching the rising waters. 
They seemed regardless of danger until the 
bridge gave way and they were precipitated 
into the flood. 
The bridge was about 20 feet 
high and 15 or 20 feet wide. 
It was a single 
arch structure and was crossed by a strect-car 
track. 
The stone bridge was swept away at 
about 7 o’clock in the evening. 
Two iron 
bridges of the Johnstown, Fonda & Glovers- 
ville Railroad were wrecked aod seven or 
eight other bridges were carried away. 
Two 
tanneries owned by Simon Schreiber were 
swept away, and the Schreiber and Ander­ 
son dams were broken down. 
The water in 
the Cayadutta Creek began to rise at 4:30 
o’clock and the stream was soon converted into 
a raging torrent. 
Of the men, women and 
children who were thrown into the water by 
the breaking of the stone bridge the larger 
number were saved by means of ropes thrown 
to them from the shore. 
The firemen, under 
the direction of Chief H. A. Thompson, are 
searching for more bodies. 
The water is 
still very rough and dangerous for boats. 
At Fonda it is reported 500 feet of the New- 
York Central track is washed out. 
The final 
and fatal rise in the Cayadutta was very 
sudden and is attributed to the effects of a 
cloud-burst. 
Besides the sweeping away of 
the bridge and the tanneries there is much 
damage to buildings which are yet left stand­ 
ing. 
The electric light plant was washed 
out aud the town left in darkness for the 
night. 
All communication by wire is cut off 
save through the long-distance telephone.” 
T r o y, July 10.—A special dispatch to the 
Troy Times from Johnstown says: A cloud­ 
burst in the Cayadutta Valley, near Johns­ 
town, Fulton Couuty, yesterday afternoon, 
flooded the lower part of the valley and 
swept away several bridges. 
The railroad 
bridge at Johnstown and the one over the 
Cayadutta Creek, at Fonda, were washed 
away. The Central Railroad was washed out 
for 300 feet at a point one-halt mile east of 
Tribes Hill, and a half a mile further east 
near Akin, 
another washout 
occurred, 
tearing 
out 
the 
track 
for 
150 feet. 
The wash-out delayed all trains. 
Late in 
the afternoon, however, the Central trains 
bouud east were transferred from Akin to 
Fuller's Station on the West Shore Railroad 
and brought over that line to South-Scbenec- 
lady, where connections were made with Al­ 
bany. 
This morning the trains were running 
over the W est Shore, as stated aliove, about 
half an hour behind time, the delay being 
caused by the transfer at Fuller’s Station. 
Great excitement prevails throughout the 
Cayadutta Valley. 
It is not kilown how 
many lives are lost but the bodies of three 
men have already been recovered. 
The Fire 
Department has been called out and is search­ 
ing for the bodies of others, for it is believed 
a great many were drowDed. 
The heavy rain timt prevailed all the after­ 
noon had raised Cayadutta Creek until it was 
a roaring torrent. 
At the foot of Perry- 
strect about 6 o’clock last evening some 50 
persons, men, women and children, gathered 
on the stone bridge over Cayadutta Creek to 
watch the flood. 
The water came with 
tremendous force against the 
abutments 
of the bridge but as it was a stone structure 
of great strength, no one suspected that it 
was in danger. 
The bridge was suddenly 
swept away, but quite a number of those on 
the structure escaped to the street and were 
saved. 
The report of the disaster spread 
through the village. 
The rain continued to 
fall in torrents, and the valley was in dark­ 
ness, the heavy clouds hanging low over the 
village. 
Many could not believe that the 
bridge 
had 
been destroyed 
until 
they 
had personally visited the 6cene of 
the 
disaster. 
Perry-street and the bank of the 
creek were soon crowded with persons look 
log for their friends, and the greatest excite 
m ent prevailed. 
The search for the missing 
was begun at once, and in the excitement it 
was not easy to find members of the same 
family who had become separated in the 
crowd. 
The estimates of the number of 
drowned range all the way from 8 to 30. E f­ 
forts are being made to obtain a correct list 
of the drowned. 
The bodies of three men 
were recovered this morning. 
One of them 
has been identified as a glove cutter named 
Frear. 
All bands are out doing their best 
to find the bodies of others known to be 
missing. 
The flood carried away two skin 
mills, one belonging to Simon Schriver 
Both mills were in the village limits and on 
the bank or Caj adulta Creek. 
Several coal 
sheds and small buildings were also swept 
away. 
The big iron railroad bridge at Johns­ 


town was swept away as was also the iron 
railroad bridge over Cayadutta Creek at 
Fonda. 
All the wagon bridges over the 
Creek lietween Johnstown and Fonda were 
carried away. 
Great damage has been done 
all through the valley. 
A man has just arrived at Johnstown from 
Gloversville. 
He says quite a number of 
small buildings have been carried away at 
that point, but no loss of life is reported ex­ 
cept at Johnstown. 
Two dams across Caya­ 
dutta Creek were swept away, the one at 
Scbriver’s mill taking the mill with it, and 
the other about midway between Johnstown 
and Gloversville. 
The giving way of the lat­ 
ter dam increased the flood that swept away 
the stone bridge at Perry-street. At 9 o’clock 
the bodies recovered had been identified as 
follows: Charles Frear, a glove cutter; a boy 
named Steadwell, 14 years old, and Alficd 
Cokeley. 
It rained nearly all night, but this morning 
the rain ceased and the flood went down. 
Evidences of the ravages of the flood are 
seen^all through the valley along the crtek. 
Some of the bodies of the drowned have 
probably been carried down into the Mohawk 
at Fonda. 
The rain began falling at Johns­ 
town at 2 p. m. and it rained hard and stead­ 
ily until 6 o’clock. 
Between 6 and 7 o’clock 
reports came up town that the Fonda, Johns­ 
town A Gloversville Railroad bridge had been 
washed away and that the 
large

bridge 
at 
Statc-street 
had 
also

out. 
These reports which caused the most 
intense excitement proved to be true. 
The 
flood had started east of the village and 
washed nway a new addition to Schriver’s 
leather 
dressing mill, 
and 
also

Schriver’s dam. 
Then it turned to the south 
on the Cayadutta Creek and took away the 
iron railroad bridge and the State-street 
bridge. 
The stone dam at Liebenhcim's 
leather dressing mill then went down with 
the flood and a saw mill was taken with it. 
It was now 8 o’clock in the evening, and the 
town was in a ferment of alarm. 
Thousands 
of people lined the shores of the Cayadutta and 
watched the boiling flood. Many persons were 
on the Perry-street bridge. 
Suddenly this 
bridge gave way, and the people on the struc­ 
ture were thrown into the current. 
Some ts- 
eaped, and others were carried down stream. 
The scene of the disaster at the Perry-street 
bridge attracted the villagers to the spot. 
Rescuing and searching parties were organ­ 
ized immediately. 
The following persons 
were pulled out of the seething stream, and 
though exhausted were soon rescusitated: 
Benjamin Nellis, 25 years old; John Vos- 
burgh;

and

Three bodies 
have been

He was 10 years old and em­ 
ployed in Argersinger’s glove factory.

bert Cokeley, a glove cutter at John II. 
Decker, Son & Co.’s. 
Cokeley was 30 years 
old 
He is survived by a wife. 
Charles 
Frear, a carpenter employed bv Seaman A 
Company. 
Frear was 55 years old. 
He is 
survived by a wife and a daughter. 


Among the missing are; R. I). Simmons, 
of the firm of R. D. Simmons A Company, 
painters. 
Mr. Simmons is 35 years of age. 
William Myers, nine years old and a son of 
the AY ido w Myers. 
Miss Ada Miller, 22 
years old and an employe in a glove factory. 
The number lost cannot vet be determined 
as the estimates vary from six to 30. 
The 
creek is being dragged but it is believed some 
bodies have floated into the Mohawk at 
Fonda. 
The bodies recovered were taken in charge 
by Dr. J. Lefler, the Coroner. 
The bodies 
were 
removed 
to

and identified and were then taken to the 
late homes of the deceased. 
The loss in 
money at Johnstown will reach many thou 
sands of dollars. 
Thousands of skins that 
were being dressed are floating down the 
Cayadutta.

away was an iron bridge at Stewart’s leather 
mill, and the iron railroad bridge at Fonda. 
The Cayadutta Creek was never before so 
high. 
The Creek rose from 12 to 15 feet in 
30 minutes. By the washing away of bridges 
on the Fonda, Johnstown A Gloversville 
Railroad, both north and south of Johns­ 
town, that place is completely shut off from 
railway 
communication. 
The 
last train 
from Gloversville reached Johnstown at 7 
o’clock last night. 
The Cayadutta empties into the Mohawk 
at Fonda, and Fonda is flooded. 
Great dam ­ 
age has been done to lmy fields which are 
flooded. 
Two bridges on the Mohawk turn 
pike were carried away. 
Travel is stopped. 
Central Railroad and Johnstown Railroad 
bridges were both destroyed. 
Passengers are 
transferred. 
G. F. Mill A Company’s plas­ 
ter mill was wrecked. 
The damage is great. 
At Sammonsville, four miles beiow Johns­ 
town, a water wheel at the big mill was car­ 
ried away, but no other damage was found.

The general belief is that the flood was 
caused by a cloud-burst near Johnstown 
Tb;3 theory is confirmed by the fact that at

J o h n st o w n, July 10.—The following ac­ 
count of the cloud-burst is given by Con' 
ductor Allen, of the Johnstown, Fonda A

mishap, and the Johnstown depot was reached 
at 7 p .

W orth ,as a Democrat is usually elected wh en 
h e does not run. Mr. W orth ’s latest m ajority 
was 900. 
T h e tw elfth is also reckoned Dem ­ 
ocratic, and gave Cleveland 2,074 last fall. 
Judge Robertson, h owever, h as never been 
defeated in th e district, and will carry it 
once more if h e is a candidate. 
It is not 
likely th at Mr. Russell can h e re-elected, as 
th e Republican party is badly divided in A1 
bony county . 
Sum m ed up, th erefore, tin 
Republicans are m orally certain of recover 
ing th ree districts now* represented by Det 
crnts, with more th an an even ch ance for a 
fourth . 
Th e Dem ocrats are likely to gain 
th e Long 
Island 
and 
Albany distrii 
th ough one of th ese can be saved by proper 
efTort. 
Th e necessary gain of two district 
appears th erefore w ith in reach . 
In th e late 
Assembly th e Republicans lacked seven of 
a two th irds m ajority . 
Th e Republican dis 
tricts th at were needlessly lost last fad were 
th e second Erie, th e seventh , eigh th , tenth 
and twelfth Kirurs, th e second Niagara, th 
first Oneida, th e second Queens, Seneca, th e 
second Ulster and th e first W estch ester. 
Every one of th ese can be regained if tin 
questions at issue are fairly presented. 
In 
several of th em th e Democratic plurality wa 
less th an th e Proh ibition vote. 
Th e h ope of Republican gain is strength 
ened by th e breaking away of th ousands of 
earnest Proh ibitionists and temperance men 
from th e Dem ocratic side-sh ow with wh ich 
th ey h ave long been connected. 
T h eir na 
tional leader, Gen. Fisk, h as sounded th e 
war note of anew campaign, wh ich is to be 
made against th e wh isky power and pledged 
to use any m eans th at may promise useful 
results for tem perance. 
Th e Proh ibition 
party will attem pt a sh ow of keeping up th e 
organization, but th e voters will be at th e 
polls with h igh license ballots in th eir h and 
Th ey arc tired of figh ting for wh at th e elec­ 
tions in Pennsy lvania, Rh ode Island, M as­ 
sach usetts and New Hampsh ire h ave sh own 
to be unattainable, and will vote for results. 
Th e union of one th ird of th e old P roh ibi­ 
tion vote w ith th e Republican party will 
sweep away th e Democratic m ajority in tIn­ 
state and annih ilate David B. Hill.

Senator Hiscock is being overh auled by 
newspaper critics for a portion of h is speech 
at th e W oodstock celebration. 
Th e 
graph th at gives offense is as follows: 


Seventy y ears a fte r th e work of th e fath ers was 
com pleted th eir ancestors and descendants, under 
th e leadersh ip of th eir President, statesm en and 
Generals, of ih eir own accord -not by conquest or 
moved by an unw orth y motive, but anim ated by th e 
loftiest patriotism and purest m orality —m ade a 
successful war upon th e crim e sanctioned by th e 
rath ers, ami did it at a cost of eigh t th ousand m il­ 
lions of dollars, th e lives of 600,tXX) men, and m ore 
th an » million of men disabled perm anently 
In 
th is broad land of ours th ere is notone wh o regrets 
th e treasure. 
We m ourn th e h onored dead, but we 
all rejoice th a t th e th irteenth , fourteenth and fif 
teenth am endm ents to th e constitution, as fram ed 
by th e fath ers, guide our national policy ,strength en 
our national ch aracter, and, wh erever th is day is 
observed, north or south , east or west, in citv or 
h am let, not a voice will be h eard in protest or com ­ 
plaint th at th ose am endm ents were granted at too 
great a cost. 


Mr. Hiscock Ls told th at h is assertion th at 
th e war was l>egun and carried on for th e 
purpose of ex term inating slavery is h istori­ 
cally inaccurate. 
But th is is h y percrilicism . 
Th e war, tech nically censidered. was for th e 
preservation of th e Lnion, but h istory proves 
th at th e ex term ination of slavery was th e 
only condition on wh ich th e Union could be 
preserved. 
Tbe w ar was not begun with th e 
attack upou Sum ter, but wh en th e sons ol 
New England and oth er free states went to 
Kunsaa armed w ith " Beech er’s Bibles” and 
drew th e line—wh en th ey said to slavery , 
" Th us far sh alt th ou come and no furth er. 
Th ese warriors for freedom knew th at th eir 
decision m eant th e doom of slavery , for it 
must inevitably die unless given room to ex 
paDd equally with th e growth of free states. 
Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Seward h esitated long be 
fore declaring against slavery after war h ad ac­ 
tually begun, but th is was in deference to th e 
border states wh ich remained in th e Union, 
th e government could not afford to ch allenge 
th eir h ostility . 
But all th e same, Mr. Lin­ 
coln h ad declared y ears before th at no gov 
em inent could ex ist "h alf slave and h alf 
free, and Mr. Seward h ad proclaimed on th e 
floor of th e Senate th at an "irrepressible con­ 
flict” was pending. 
From th e moment tlint 
th e border ruffians m ads th eir first invasion 
of Kansas it was seen every wh ere, at th e 
South as well as th e N orth , th at th e w ar h ad 
begun wh ich was to eith er terminate slavery 
or spread its pow er over th e wh ole domain of 
th e republic. 
T h e w ar against th e rebellion 
was fough t by every intelligent man engaged 
in it with th is end In view—with th e know l­ 
edge th at victory to th e Union meant th e 
doom of slavery . 
Mr. Hiscock is th erefore h istorically cor­ 
rect. He speaks according to th e understand­ 
ing of men wh o were participants in tbe con- 


r ° tul.................................................................$333,000,000 
Now, th e purpose of th e Treasury report 
of 1887 and of Mr. Cleveland’s tariff message 
of th at y ear was to ex h ibit th e customs re­ 
ceipts as th e surplus breeder, th e great source 
of peril to th e nation’s finances. 
Air, Cleve­ 
land's programme was lo attack th e tariff anil 
to let th e revenue alone. 
Mr. Fairch ild in 
Ins estimate of 1889, put th e internal revenue 
figures at only a little more th an $1,100 000 
above th e actual receipts from th at source in 
1887, wh ile h e estimated th e customs revenue 
for 1889 at nearly $11,000,000 above th e ac­ 
tual customs receipts for 1887. 
According to th e Cleveland Fairch ild pro­ 
gramme, t h e surplus producing tariff receipts 
were to increase th e $¡1,000,000 in th e two 
y ears. 
As for th e internal revenue, eleven 
h undred th ousand dollars was enororii to al­ 
low for its growth . 
Th erefore, Ih ey said 
Congress must smash th e tariff and reserve 
th e internal revenue. 
Asi a m atter of fact, th e customs receipts 
for th e y ear just ended fall more th an *3 - 
000,000 sh ort of th e Fairch ild estimate: wh iie 
th e internal revenue receipts ex ceed h is esti­ 
mate by nearly $12,000,000. 
It is th ese facts, so different from wh at Air 
Fairch ild ex pected or desired, th at account 
for th e coincidence between th e figures of h is 
estimated surplus and th ose now paraded by 
th e Mugwump and free trade newspapers 
As between customs and internal 
Air.

free,” and Mr. Seward had proclaimed on the 
floor o f the Senate that an “ irrepressible con­ 
flict" waa pending.

FOR A TWO-THIRDS MAJORITY. 


“ Can the Republicans secure a majority in 
both houses next winter ?” asks the Tribune, 
in an article on the coming legislative elec­ 
tions. 
There is no good reason why they 
should not. 
The late Senate contained 20 
Republicans and 12 Democrats after the th ir­ 
teenth (Change and Sullivan) had been lost in 
a special election. 
A two thirds m ajority in 
the Senate is 22, hence it is necessary to gain 
two districts. 
They will certainly regain the 
sixteenth (Rensselaer and Washington), the 
eighteenth (Saratoga, Montgomery, Schenec­ 
tady and Fulton), and the twenty-ninth, 
(Monroe and Orleans.) The Republican m a­ 
jorities in these districts last fall on President 
were respectively 4,04*,4,276 and 6,003. 1 h y 
are always Republican districts in a general 
election, and their failure to elect Republican 
Senators in 1887 was due to dissensions that 
do not now exist. 
The thirteenth district 
(Orange 
and 
Sullivan) 
gave 
Ilarrison 
012 
majority, 
and 
appears 
to 
have 
become 
permanently 
Repub 
lican in both counties. 
The defeat last win 
ter was due wholly to inclement weather, 
which prevented the Republican voters from 
coming out in the thinly settled sections re 
mote from the polls. 
The recovery of these 
four districts would give the Republicans 24 
Senators, an excess of two over the requisite 
two thirds majority. 
But the Democrats arc 
hopeful of gaining the first, third, fourth, 
twelfth and seventeenth districts, now repre­ 
sented by Senators Hawkins, 
O'Connor, 
W orth, Robertson and Russell. 
The first is 
a Democratic district, and elected Mr. Haw 
kins by a plurality of only 114 in 1887. The 
third is Republican; Mr. O’Connor’s m ajor­ 
ity was 2,939. 
The fourth is close, and ap 
parcntly contingent on the candidacy of Mr 
W orth,as a Democrat is usually elected when 
he does not run. Mr. W orth’s latest majority 
was 900. 
The twelfth is also reckoned Dem­ 
ocratic, and gave Cleveland 2,074 last fall 
Judge Robertson, however, has never been 
defeated in the district, and will carry 
once more if he is a candidate. 
It is not 
likely that Mr. Russell can be re-elected, as 
the Republican party is badly divided in A1 
bnny county. 
Summed up, therefore, the 
Republicans are morally certain of recover 
ing three districts now represented by Dcm< 
crats, with more than an even chance for a 
fourth. 
The Democrats are likely to gain 
the Long 
Island 
and 
Albany districts 
though one of these can be saved by proper 
effort. 
The necessary gain of two district 
appears therefore within reach. 
In the late 
Assembly the Republicans lacked seven of 
a two thirds majority. 
The Republican dis 
tricts that were needlessly lost last fall were 
the second Erie, the seventh, eighth, tenth 
and twelfth Kines, the second Niagara, the 
first Oneida, the second Queens, Seneca, the 
second Ulster and the first W estchester 
Every one of these can lie regained if the 
questions at issue are fairly presented. 
In 
several of them the Democratic plurality was 
less than the Prohibition vote. 
The hope of Republican gain is strength 
cncd by the breaking away of thousands of 
earnest Prohibitionists and tcmpeiance men 
from the Democratic side-show with which 
they have long lieen connected. 
Their na­ 
tional leader, Gen. Fisk, has sounded the 
war note of anew campaign, which is to be 
made against the whisky power and pledged 
to use nny means that may promise useful 
results for temperance. 
The Prohibition 
party will attempt a show of keeping up the 
organization, but the voters will be at the 
polls with high license ballots in their hands. 
They are tired of fighting for what the elec­ 
tions in Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, Mas­ 
sachusetts and New Hampshire have shown 
to be unattainable, and will vote for results. 
The union of one third of the old Prohibi­ 
tion vote with the Republican party will 
sweep away the Democratic m ajority in the 
state and annihilate David B. Hill. 
And 
more than that proportion of the vote is 
coming. 


SLAVERY IN THE WAR. 


Senator Iliscock is being overhauled by 
newspaper critics for a portion of his speech 
at the Woodstock celebration. 
The para­ 
graph that gives offense is as follows: 


Seventy years after the work of the fathers was 
completed their ancestors and descendants, under 
the leadership of their President, statesm en and 
Generals, of their own accord -not by conquest, or 
moved by an unworthy motive, but anim ated by the 
loftiest patriotism and purest m orality—made a 
successful war upon the crim e sanctioned by the 
fathers, and did it at a cost of eight thousand mil­ 
lions of dollars, the lives of (100,000 men, and more 
than a million of men disabled perm anently. In 
this broad land of ours there is not one who regrets 
the treasure. 
We mourn the honored dead, but we 
all rejoice th at the thirteenth, fourteenth and fif­ 
teenth amendments to the constitution, as framed 
by the fathers, guide our national policy,strengthen 
our national character, and, wherever this (lay is 
observed, north or south, east or west, in city or 
ham let, not a voice will lie heard in protest or com­ 
plaint that those am endments wero granted at too 
great a cost. 


Mr. Hiscock Is told that bis a&scrtion that 
the war was begun nnd carried on for the 
purpose of exterminating slavery is histori­ 
cally inaccurate. 
But this is hypercriticism. 
The war, technically considered, was for the 
preservation of the Union, but history proves 
that the extermination of slavery was the 
only condition on which the Union could lie 
preserved. 
The war was not begun with the 
attack upon Sumter, but when the sons ot 
New England and other free states went to 
Kansas armed with “ Beecher’s Bibles” and 
drew the line—when they said to slavery, 
“ Thus far shalt thou come and no farther.’’ 
These warriors for freedom knew that their 
decision meant the doom of slavery, for it 
must inevitably die unless given room to ex­ 
pand equally with the growth of free states. 
Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Seward hesitated long be­ 
fore declaring against slavery after war had ac­ 
tually begun, but this was in deference to the 
border states which remained in the Union; 
the government could not afford to challenge 
their hostility. 
But all the same, Mr. Lin­ 
coln had declared years before that no gov­ 
ernment could exist “ half slave and half 
free," and Mr. Seward bed proclaimed on the 
floor of the Senate that an “ irrepressible con­ 
flict” was pending. 
From the moment that 
the border ruffians mads their first iuvasiou 
of Kansas it was seen everywhere, at the 
South as well as the N orth, that the w ar had 
begun which was to either terminate slavery 
or spread its power over the whole domain of 
the republic. 
The war ngninst the rebellion 
was fought by every intelligent man engaged 
in it with this end in view—with the knowl­ 
edge that victory to the Union meant the 
doom of slavery. 
Mr. Hiscock is therefore historically cor­ 
rect. He speaks according to the understand­ 
in g of men who were participants in the con-

If sugar could be pro 
duced in the United States in quantity suffi 
cient to supply the home demand, like iron, 
wool, salt and grain, the tax would cease 
to affect the price in consequence of home 
competition. 
The Democratic party is un 
questionably very earnest in its ndvocacy of 
free trade, but it is always ready to waive the 
principle for the benefit of any purely Demo 
cratie state or commuuit) tiiat prefers pro 
tection. 
The country will secure free sugar when the

protection that they enjoy.

excess of receipts over expenditures $88, 
520,8*0, and ot this aliout $48,000,000 is ap 
propriated by law to the sinking fund. 
Some of our free trade contemporaries who 
have followed the cue of Grover Cleveland 
and ex-Secretary Fairchild in ciphering on 
paper a surplus so constructed as to look as 
portentous as possible are now saying that the 
Treasury staiement for the year is a wonder 
ful confirmation of .Mr. Fairchild’s estimates 
in his report of December 5, 1887, that is to 
say, the document on which Mr. Cleveland 
based his disastrous free tiade message. 
.Mr. Fairchild then predicted a surplus for 
the fiscal year 1889 of $104,318,365, calling 
the sinking fund appropriation surplus. 
His chorus, composed of the Mugwump 
aud free tiade press, now discover in this 
year’s figures a surplus of $104,739,073, and 
they are chanting the praises of Mr. Fair 
child’s wonderful prescience. 
Taking theirow n method of surplus com 
putation, which includes every trick of book 
keeping that serves to swell the apparent 
balance on hand, let us sec whether this close 
correspondence of the totals of prediction and 
result is a purely accidental circumstances, 
or whether it indicates financial sagacity and 
remarkable foresight on the part of Mr. Fair 
child. 
His estimate of receipts for the year was 
as follows:

Now, the purpose of the Treasury report 
of 1887 and of Mr. Cleveland's tariff message 
of that year was to exhibit the customs re 
ceipts as the surplus breeder, the great source 
of peril to the nation’s finances. 
Mr. Cleve­ 
land’s programme was lo attack the tariff nnd 
to let the revenue alone. 
Mr. Fairchild, in 
his estimate of 1889, put the internal revenue 
figures at only a little more than $1,100.000 
above the actual receipts from that source in 
1887, while he estimated the customs revenue 
for 1889 at nearly $11,000,000 above the uc 
tual customs receipts for 1887. 
According lo the Cleveland Fairchild pro 
gramme, the surplus producing tariff receipt 
were to increase the $11,000,000 in the tw 
years. 
As for the internal revenue, eleven 
hundred thousand dollars was enough to al 
low for its growth. 
Therefore, they said 
Congress must smash the tariff and reserve 
the internal revenue. 
As a m atter of fact, the customs receipts 
for the year just ended fall more than $3 
000,000 short of the Fairchild estimate: while 
the internal revenue receipts exceed his esti 
mate by nearly $12,000,000. 
It is these facts, so different from what Mr. 
Fairchild expected or desired, that account 
for the coincidence between the figures of his 
estimated surplus and those now paraded by 
the Mugwump and free trade newspapers. 
As between customs and internal revenue, 
Mr. Faircbild’s prediction was more thari 
$15,000,000 out of the way. 
The more the Fairchild chorus chants his 
praise as a prophet and sound financier, 
the more clearly they 
will 
exhibit the 
main fact to which we wish to call atten­ 
tion. 
Of the two grent sources of government 
income, the internal revenue is now working 
the faster to make surplus. 
Since 1887 the increase in the annual re­ 
ceipts from customs has only been $7,684 - 
342. 
Since 1887 the increase in the anneal re­ 
ceipts from the internal revenue taxes has 
been $12,838,715. 
This year the customs receipts, although 
larger by several millions than the returns for 
the earlier quarters indicated, fall far short of 
the estimate which Mr. Fairchild made for 
the purpose of a campaign against the tariff." 
The internal revenue receipts, on the other 
hand, knock him out as a prophet with an 
$11,000,000 blow, and once more make it 
evident to the country that any sensible legis­ 
lation intended to reduce the surplus must 
begin where the Sun has always said it ought 
to begin.

So convinced 
are politicians iu this country of the necessi­ 
ty of an energetic E astern policy, that the 
veiled th reats in 1 lie Im perial speech, w hich 
seem to have raised som e alarm in a portion 
of the foreign press, have had just the oppo­ 
site effect in A ustria-H ungary, w heie the 
new spapers are unanim ous in considering 
them as conducive to the m aintenance of 
peace. R ussia is now w arned th at A ustria 
cannot be furth er provoked w ith im punity, 
and, m oreover, it is told again that in case 
oi w ar it will have to deal not w ith A ustria 
alone, hut w ith the allied Pow ers. T his plain 
language, w hich is evidently approved of at 
Benin, 
will, it is believed, have a deterring 
effect on the St. P etersb urg C abinet. 
T h e 
E m peror F rancis Joseph him self yesterday 
took occasion to state it privately as his opin­ 
ion th a t no im m inent danger existed. Speak­ 
ing after the official reception, w hen the usual 
circle was form ed, w ith L)r. D em el, a m em ­ 
ber of the A ustrian delegation, His M ajesty 
said; ’It is true that the political situation is 
uncertain, and one m igh t even say m ore u n­ 
certain than on some form er occasions. 
B ut 
a turn for the b etter has often taken place in 
sim ilar cases, and in the present case ¡in im ­ 
provem ent is already noticeable.

One hund red 100-volt lam ps, a r­ 
ranged in series, were fully incandesced, af­ 
fording an ocular dem onstration of the pres­ 
ence of the 10,000 volts.

circuit, and all lam ps w ere extinguished. 
T h e prim ary current now b eing turned on, 
the ends of the wires w ere im m ediately seen 
to glow w ith a brush discharge, w hich stead­ 
ily increased in brilliancy until, in about four 
or five seconds, the circuit w as bronco by the 
rupture of the safety fuse. 
T h e lights at the 
points did not attain any great degree of 
brilliancy, and bore no resem blance to an 
arc. 
T h e British Jo u rn a l o f Ph o to g ra p h y 
states 
th a t photography is utilized in the construc­ 
tion of a new balance w hich lias lately been 
brough t before the scientific w orld. 
In this 
novel 
instrum ent of precision, after 
the 
w eight lias been roughly approxim ated, in­ 
stead of continuing the trials in the usual 
m anner, the beam is allow ed to com e to rest, 
w hich it quickly does by m eans of 
1111 ingen­ 
ious air buffer, and then the extent of the 
bending of the beam th rough the difference 
of the w eights is observed by a microscope 
fitted w ith a netw ork of parallel cross wires 
directed to a small m icrom eter fixed at the 
end of the beam . T h is m icrom eter is m ade by 
a photographic process,and carries figures and 
lines distant from one-tw entieth to one-fiftieth 
of a m illim etre apart.

lives of the dual monarchy.

The V ienna correspondent of the London 
T im » writes : “ It is generally adm itted in 
political circles here that the E m peror’s 
speech at the reception of the Delegations 
marks a turning point in the Eastern policy 
of Austria-Hungary. 
For some years past 
the altitude of the Vienna Cnbiuet towards 
the Balkan Slates has been dictated by con­ 
siderations for Russian susceptibilities, and 
in his anxiety not to hurt the feelings of the 
Czar, Count Kalnoky had adopted a policy 
of masterly inactivity which was often at­ 
tacked as injurious to the interests of this 
monarchy, especially by Hungarian politic­ 
ians, who were convinced—and their opinion 
has been ratified by recent events—that Rus 
sia could not be conciliated. 
The firm tone 
of the Imperial speech leaves no doubt that 
a new departure has now 
been 
made, 
and 
that 
Austria-Hungary is 
going to 
control events in the East, instead of being 
controlled by them. 
In this endeavor Count 
Kalnoky will find public opinion entirely on 
his side, and the enthusiastic cheers with 
which the Hungarian delegates yesterday re­ 
ceived the pointed allusions to Servia and 
Bulgaria show that the change of attitude is 
f illy appreciated by the leading representa­ 
tives of the dual monarchy. 
So convinced 
are politicians in this country of the necessi­ 
ty of an energetic Eastern policy, that the 
veiled threats in the Imperial speech, which 
seem to have raised some alarm in a portion 
of the foreign press, have had just the oppo­ 
site effect in Austria-Hungary, wheie the 
newspapers are unanimous in considering 
them as conducive to the maintenance of 
peace. Russia is now warned that Austria 
cannot he further provoked with im punity, 
and, moreover, it is told again that in case 
ol war it will have to deal not with Austria 
alone, hut with the allied Powers. This plain 
language, which is evidently approved of at 
Benin, will, ii is believed, have a deterring 
effect on the St. Petersburg Cabinet. 
The 
Emperor Francis Joseph himself yesterday 
•ook o-easion to state it privately as his opin­ 
ion that no imminent danger existed. Speak­ 
ing after the official reception, when the usual 
circle was formed, with Dr. Demcl, a mem­ 
ber of the Austrian delegation, His Majesty 
said: ‘It is true that the political situation is 
uncertain, and one m ight even say more un­ 
certain than on some former occasions. 
But 
a turn for the better has often taken place in 
similar eases, and in the present ease an im­ 
provement is already noticeable. 
In public 
discussions the situation is regarded as more 
alarming than it really is. 
Affairs in liou- 
mania, for instance, are not at all so unsatis­ 
factory as they are made out to lie in the pub­ 
lic press, and the same applies to Servia. 
It 
is, therefore, justifiable to assume that peace 
will not he disturbed in the near future.’ ” 
Bishop Cortland Whitehead, of the P ro­ 
testant Episcopal Church of Western Penn­ 
sylvania, says with reference to the proposal 
that sermons in favor of civil service reform 
shall be preached generally over the country 
on Thanksgiving Day: ’* I am very sure that 
the movement will receive widespread sup­ 
port throughout t he country, and very pro I) 
ably the majority of preachers will elect to 
take the question as their subject on T hanks­ 
giving Day. 
I cannot, of course, lay my 
commands on ministers of my church to 
speak on that or any other subject, hut 1 
shall certainly use my influence as far as 
possible in furtherance of the movement. 
We are all of us interested in the question of 
civil service reform, for the reason that 
our individual as well as our National 
prosperity depends on the class of men who 
:m office-holders carry oil the administration 
ot our N ationil affairs. 
So it is necessary lo 
point out that if righteous principled and 
capable men arc selected to office, a pure and 
trustworthy administration may he looked 
for in return, and that if men of opposite 
character are placed there, it is not easy to 
foresee w hat m ust he the result. 
We don’t 
desire that every Tom, Dick and H arry that 
comes along seeking ollice should he se­ 
lected because lie lias sufficient influence to 
place him there. 
The question is one on 
which the public should be thoroughly in­ 
formed. and when such men as Bishop H unt­ 
ington, of Central New-York, interest them ­ 
selves in it, it will be sure to obtain very 
general attention.” 
A new nautical distress signal lias been suc­ 
cessfully experimented with in England, the 
notable feature of this device being that no 
stick is required, and there is no hack fire, 
the rocket taking the form of a metal cylin­ 
der, in the base of which is the propelling 
charge of ionite, and above tins again a star 
composition. 
Tlie rocket is placed in a phos­ 
phor-bronze socket, which may he screwed 
or let into a rail of the ship, and, when it is 
required to fire it a firing tube is placed in the 
centre of the rocket, and to the top of this a 
lanyard is hooked; the propelling charge is 
fired by simply pulling this lanyard, and the 
signal is propelled upward at one impulse—the 
wire fuse by which the detonating charge is 
exploded being at the same time ignited, and 
this hum s until the rocket has reached the 
maximum height which is 600 feet. 
The 
stars are thrown out, giving a brilliant illumi 
nation, and the ionite charge then explodes, 
the noise of the explosion being equal to the 
firing of a six-pound gun, hut, being high 
up, is heard at a great distance, in one in­ 
stance, as reported, a disabled vessel having 
by this means brought another to its assist­ 
ance from a distance of 12 miles. 
The full 
sized rockets are seven inches long and two 
inches in diameter. 
In 1864 a hot-headed French 
inventor 
offered to contract for churches and cathe­ 
drals, including a chime of bells, to he con­ 
structed entirely of paper. 
From chimes, 
cannon was hut one step, and the Gallic in 
ventor announced his readiness to supply a 
tram of artillery of any given calibre, made 
of the same material. 
Building paper is en­

phalt or by various methods. 
Being a non 
resonant body it is well fitted to prevent the 
passage of sound. 
It is a non-conductor of 
heat, and can also he made of non-com 
bustible material like asbestos or rendered re­ 
sistant to fire by chemical treatm ent. 
Lewis Godlove, an authority, states some 
facts about Mexico which cverybndy who 
has been there can corroborate. 
He say s: 
Although Mexico lias a population of about 
11,000,000 it m ust he home in mind that, at a 
high estimate, not over 20 per cent, of this 
number have the means with which to pur­ 
chase goods of any kind. 
Fully 9,000,000 
Mexicans are people who produce nothing, 
earn almost nothing, and consequently con 
sume nothing that we 
could sell them. 
When men rarely receive more than 15 
cents per day for their labor, they are not the 
kind of customers the merchants of the 
United Slates are seeking. 
The climate of 
Mexico is such that hut little clothing is 
needed. 
It is possible to harvest two crops of 
cereals annually, and fruit and vegetables 
grow in abundance the year round. 
The 
only articles which these people will buy are 
pulque, llic national drink, and sombreros. 
A Mexican will generally deprive himself and 
his family of necessary clothing and food in 
order that lie may buy an extravagantly ex 
pensive sombrero.”

Resolved, That we invoke the pulpit through­ 
out the City and State to unite with us in 
putting down the deeds of violence which 
have so often disgraced our land and exposed 
us to the just rebuke of those who honor the 
commands ‘ Thou sbalt not kill ’ and * Thou 
shalt not commit adultery.’ ” 
Sir Morcll MacKcnzie says: “ Those who 
have not given much attention to the subject 
are apt to think of speaking as Dogberry did 
of reading and writing, that it ‘comes by na­ 
ture’—that it is, iH fact, an instinctive act, 
which no more needs cultivation for its right 
performance than eating or sleeping. 
This 
is a great mistake. 
Speaking, even of that 
slip shod kind which is mostly used in ordi­ 
nary conversation, is an ait, and as such has 
to be learned, often with much labor. 
The 
complicated m uscular actions, the nice ner­ 
vous adjustments, the combination of these 
into one harmonious effort directed to a par­ 
ticular end, and, finally, the mastery of all 
these movements till they can he produced 
automatically without a direct and continu­ 
ous exercise of will-power, foYm a complex 
process which takes years to learn, and which, 
by many, is even then very imperfectly ac­ 
quired. 
Good speaking is u higher develop­ 
ment of the art, which bears the same rela­ 
tion to speech, as ordinarily heard, that the 
horsemanship of an Archer or a Cannon hears 
to the performance of a costermonger’s hoy 
on the paternal donkey.” 
The verdict of the Coroner’s jury, which 
investigated the Johnstown disasler, has been 
rendered, as follows: “ We, the undersigned, 
the jury empanelled to investigate the cause 
of the death of Ellen Ilile on May 31, after 
hearing the testimony, find that Ellen Ilile 
came to her death by drowning; that the 
drowning was caused by the breaking of the 
Soutli Fork Dam. 
We further find, from 
the testimony and what we saw on the 
ground, that there was not sufficient waste 
weir, nor was the dam constructed sufficient­ 
ly strong nor of proper material to withstay 
the overflow; and hence we find that the 
owners of said dam were culpable in not 
making it as secure as it should have been, 
especially in view of the fact that a popula­ 
tion of many thousands were in the valley 
below; and we hold that the owners are re­ 
sponsible for the fearful loss of life and prop­ 
erty resulting from the breaking of the dam .” 
At the London central electric lighting 
station recently a highly interesting experi­ 
ment was made with a current of 10,000 volts 
potential. 
One hundred 100-volt lamps, ar­ 
ranged in series, were fully incandesced, af­ 
fording an ocular demonstration of the pres­ 
ence of the 10,000 volts. 
A pair of copper 
wires, with ends facing one another at a dis­ 
tance of half an inch, were then placed in the 
circuit, and all lamps were extinguished. 
The primary current now being turned on, 
the ends of the wires were immediately seen 
to glow with a brush discharge, which stead­ 
ily increased in brilliancy until, in about four 
or five seconds, the circuit was hroaen by the 
rupture of the safety fuse. 
The lights at the 
points did not attain any great degree of 
brilliancy, and bore no resemblance to an 
arc. 
The British Journal o f Photography states 
that photography is utilized in the construc­ 
tion of a new balance which lias lately been 
brought before the scientific world. 
In this 
novel instrument of precision, after 
the 
weight lias been roughly approximated, in­ 
stead of continuing the trials in the usual 
manner, the beam is allowed to come to rest, 
which it quickly docs by means of an ingen­ 
ious air buffer, and then the extent of the 
liending of the beam through the difference 
of the weights is observed by a microscope 
fitted with a network of parallel cross wires 
directed to a small micrometer fixed at the 
end of the beam. This micrometer is made by 
a photographic process.and carries figures and 
lines distant from one-twentieth to one-fiftieth 
of a millimetre apart.

Tbe air of neglect noticeable at tlie Old 
Senate Ilouae in this City provoke* much 
unfavorable comment. 
In 1HH7 the act au­ 
thorizing the 
purchase of the historical 
building by the State was passed by the Leg­ 
islature and $12,000 were appropriated for 
the purpose, said amount to cover the ex­ 
pense of necessary repairs, alterations, etc. 
The building was put in order, the modern 
additions made to the house by different oc­ 
cupants were all torn down and the house 
made to assume its ancient original appear 
ance. 
The grounds were leveled, walks laid 
out and vines planted. 
Since the improve­ 
ments were made the house has liecn closed 
to visitors. 
No keeper has been appointed. 
Lieutenant Governor Jonc*s, who recently 
visited here, is said to have remarked that if 
the citizens of Kingston did not take sulli 
ticnt inte rest in the building to make it un 
object of interest and im|>ortune-c, he did not 
see any reason why a keeper should Ik; ap- 
jiointed. 
He compared the building to a 
shell with nothing inside and remarked that 
in his opinion there was nothing to keep. He 
opined the citizens here ought to form an as­ 
sociation of some kind, get together a collec­ 
tion of ancient relies, in which this City is 
peculiarly rich, and so furnish the historical 
landmark and make it an objec t of interest 
to the public at large. 
If this were done, the 
Lieutenant Governor gave his auditors to un 
derstand that the Trustees of Public Build­ 
ings 
would 
in all probability appoii.t a 
keeper. 
Senator John J. Linson says that 
under tin- law a veteran of the war shall Is- 
preferred in tin; appointment.
